25 of said guides generally extends between said bottom wall and said upper edge. 

4. (currently amended) The laundry h amp&f device of claim 3, wherein each 
of said guides includes a pair of elongate members spaced from each other. 

30 5. (currently amended) The la undry^ hompor device of claim 3, wherein said 

panel has a si/e and shape generally equal to an inner perimeter of said container, said 
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peripheral edge having a plurality ofslois Iberein, each of said slots being positioned 
such that each of said guides is positioned in one of said slots. 

6, (currently amended) The luundTy hamper device ofclaim 4, wherein said 
5 panel has a size and sliape generally equal to an inner perimeter of said container^ said 
peripheral edge having u plurality of slots therein, each or said slots being positioned 
such that each of said guides is positioned in one of said slots.

9. (currently amended ) A laun dry hiLmp e r dev i ce fo f re movably reooiving a 
plurality o f cloth e s it e mis auid dcvic<? co mprising slora ac device comorisinQ : 

a container including a bottom wall and a pcripherdi wall being attached to and 
20 extending upwardly from said bottom wall, said peripheral wall having an 

upper edge defining an opening extending into said container, a lid being 
hingcdly coupled to said upper edge for selectively closing or opening said 
container; 

a plurality of guides being attached to an inner surface of said peripheral wall, 
25 each ot said guides being verilcally orientated, each of said guides 

generally extending between said bottom wall and said upper edge, said 
guides being spaced from each other, each of said guides including a pair 
of elongate members spaced from each other; 
a panel being positioned in said container, said panel having atop side, a bottom 
30 side and a peripheral edge, said panel being mounted on said plurality of 

guides such that said panel may be selectively moved between said bottom 
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wall and said upper edge, said panel having a size and shape generally 
equal to an inner perimeter of said container, said peripheral edge having a 
plurality ofslots therein, each of said slois being positioned such that each 
of said guides is positioned in one of said slots;
